“How much of good would there 
be to offset this evil? A slight in- 
crease in sales would no doubt re- 


sult, but probably not so much as 
anticipated by those who put for- 
ward the proposal. There are prob- 
ably two principal reasons why sales 
are slow this year. One is that a 
part of the sales that should have 
been made this year were made pre- 
maturely last year, due to excessive 
trade-in allowances and the pre- 
vailing spirit of optimism.

“Easing of credit terms will do 
nothing toward remedving the first 
condition.

Easing of 
credit terms, furthermore, will do 
little, if anything, toward remedy- 
ing the second condition. It would 
not lift the cloud of doubt over- 
hanging the pessimist. In many 
cases it would only darken the cloud

He had previously dismissed a 
charge against another Detroiter charged with driving fifty- 
two miles an hour. The justice said that Detroit regula- 
tions are unreasonable because traffic in sparcely settled 
areas within the city limits is measured by the same rule as 
in the thickly populated districts, where streets are narrow 
and traffic heavy. He said this is in conflict with the state law 
which provides that driving in such areas must be “careful 
and prudent,” with no definite speed limit set. 

One of the assistant corporation counsels of the city has 
protested and will undoubtedly appeal to the State Supreme 
Court.
